And whereas an Act was passed in the Fourth year of the reign of 
His present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act for vesting in Commissioners 
“ the Bridges now building over the Menai Straits and the River Conway, 
“ and the Harbours of Howth and Holyhead, and the Road from Dublin 
“ to Howth, and for the further Improvement of the Road from London 
“ to Holyhead and by the said Act certain Commissioners have been 
appointed for carrying the same into execution, and various powers have 
been given to the said Commissioners ; and by the said Act the Com- 
2Q missioners appointed by the said Act of the Fifty-fifth year of his late 
Majesty were authorized to apply the sum of Ten thousand Pounds, 
part of a sum of Twelve thousand Pounds therein mentioned, in making

named and appointed are authorized and empowered to issue and ad- 
vance Exchequer Bills under the directions and regulations therein 
specified for the carrying on of Public Works in Great Britain ; and by 
another Act passed in the said Fifty-seventh year of his said late Ma- 30 
jesty’s reign, intituled, “ An Act to amend an Act made in the present ° 

“ Session of Parliament, for authorizing the issue of Exchequer Bills 
“ and the advance of Money for carrying on of Public Works and 
“ Fisheries, and Employment of the Poor,” the powers of the said last- 
mentioned Act are enlarged and extended :

And whereas by an Act passed in the First year of the reign of His 
present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to amend and continue two Acts 
'* passed in the Fifty-seventh year of his late Majesty King George the 
“ Third, for authorizing the issue of Exchequer Bills and the advance of 
“ Money for carrying on of Public Works and Fisheries, and Employ- 40 
“ ment of the Poor, and to extend the powers of the Commissioners 4 
“ for executing the said Acts in Great Britain the powers of the said 
two Acts passed in the said Fifty-seventh year of his said late Majesty 
are altered amended and enlarged : 

And whereas an Act was passed in the Fifth year of the reign of His 
present Majesty, intituled, “ An Act to amend the Acts for the issue of 
“ Exchequer Bills for Public Works : ”

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And whereas it would be of great public benefit if the said Commis- 
sioners for the issue of Exchequer Bills, acting in execution of the said 
four last recited Acts, were authorized and required to advance to the 
Commissioners for carrying into execution the said Act of the Fourth 
$ year of the reign of His present Majesty, such sum of Money as herein- 
after is mentioned, to enable them not only to complete the said new 
Cut or piece of Road hereinbefore described, but also to make the other 
alterations and improvements hereinafter-mentioned, in the lifie of Road 
from London to Holyhead ;

Street Trust, and in repairing the new piece of Road which w ill be 
formed by lowering the said last-mentioned hill, and also the said last- 
mentioned new Cut or piece of Road, for the period of years after 
the same shall have been respectively completed.

trust, executors, administrators, femes covert, husbands, guardians, com- 
mittees, trustees, and all and every other person or persons who is are or 
shall be seised, possessed of or interested in any of the said houses, gar-

repeated and re-enacted in and by this Act. 

And be it further Enacted, That this Act shall be. deemed and taken 
to be a Public Act; and shall be judicially taken notice of as such, by 
all Judges, Justices and others, without being specially pleaded. 
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
